Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 13-15 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as failing to set 
forth the subject matter which applicant(s) regard as their invention are withdrawn in 
view of the Amendment filed on December 6, 2005. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the applied 
prior art WO 01/62382 discloses temperature in the pretreatment zone is lower than the 
temperature in the reaction zone whereas the present claimed invention recites the 
pretreatment zone is at a temperature the same as or higher than that of the reaction 
zone. The applied prior art U.S. Patent 6,657,022 is prior art only under 35 U.S.C. §102 
(e) and the Applicants have met the requirement to overcome the art. No other prior art 
or a combination of prior art could be found to disclose or suggest pretreating a 
molecular sieve catalyst with a dimethyl ether composition to form an integrated 
hydrocarbon co-catalyst within the pore structure of the molecular sieve.
